Are Most Animals 
Colour Blind? : 


Are most andeniie colour blind, 
or blind to certain colours? To 
find the answer to this question, 
aclentists plan to conduct a series 
of harmless experiments in the 
United States this summer. 

It is already known that few 
dogs have a sense of colour. House 
dogs show no preference for a red 
carpet or rug over a blue or vart- 
coloured one and seem to express 
no curlosity whether their owners 
wear bright-coloured or dark clothes. 
Cats seldom seem to. distingul«h 
colours and show no partiality for 
bright hues. 

Monkeys are believed to see prac- 
tically the same colours as people. 
A& the University of Wisecotsin a 
few years ago, Dr. B. Weinstein 
experimented with Corry, a mon- 
key, to find out if he could sort out 
objects by colour, 

Corry had to look at an assort 
ment of red and. blue flewerpots, 
giass ashtrays, skeins of wool, 
feathers, cups, thimbles and blocks. 
Then he had to try to separate the 


“blues when given a cue in the form 


of an uncoloured, elliptical block, 
and the reds when the eue was an 
uneoloured, triangular block. 

Once he was given the proper 
cue, the monkey unhesitantly pick- 
ed out blues from reds and reds 
from blues. Dr. Weinstein also tried 
to get him to respond_to the spoken 
word “red” or “blue” but Coefry 
failed in this test. 

Another scientist proved by an 
ingenious test that chickens hardly 
notice violet, indigo and blue. In 
a dark room with seven colours 
projected on to the floor, he found 
that the fowls at once picked up 
grains of rice lying In the red, yel- 
low, orange and green rays, but 
paid no attention to the food that 
was coloured vielet.

From The Air 


A century ago @ man was fly-_ 


ing over Paris taking photo- 
graphs from the air that could 
not be bettered to-day! 
He was the fantastic French- 
man, Felix Tournachon, a jack- 
of-all-trades who succeeded in 
a dozen brands of business and 
endured a hundred adventures 


by land and air. Born in Lyons. 


im 1820, he found fame and for- 
tune under his nick-name of... 
Nadar. 


Leaving school to become a 
médical student, but not having 
@ private income to pay for his 
bed, board and books, Felix 
found a spare-time job as a 
_ MO@wspaper writer at the age of 

Qualifying as a doctor in 
Lyons and Paris, he gave up 


medicine to turn painter and. 


earicaturist. He took on another 
job as secretary to a member of 
the French Parliament. But this 
was too dull for live-wire Felix, 
Tall, robust and resolute, he 
marched with cocksure confid- 
ence into a Paris newspaper of- 
fice and promptly landed him- 
self an editorial post on the per- 
gsuasiveness of his tongue. 


With lively zest Nadar, as he 
now called himself, wrote ar- 
ticles which were avidly read. 
In this spare time he drew car- 
toons of continental notables, 
etched with such acid wit that 
they were at once admired and 
feared. He wrote a short book, 
“La Mort de Dupuytren,” that 
was published all over France 
and translated, it was said, into 
every foreign language. No few- 
er than 600 editions were pub- 
shed. 


Nadar might have settled into 
authorship as his major profes- 
gion; but the Revolution of 1848 
broke out and he turned free- 
lance fighter on the boulevard 
barricades. 

Civil war was widespread all 
@ver the Continent. Typically, 
Nadar made himself odd man 
@ut by showing sympathy for 
the Poles. He tried to join the 
Polish Legion. 

Arrested, he escaped, only to 
be arrested again in Germany 
and imprisoned for months in 
- German jail. Released at last, 
he returned to France as a po- 
Mtical journalist determined to 
defeat the election of Prince 
Louis Napoleon as president. 

But Napoleon got in. So Nad- 
ar got out. — 

“Politics — journalism — 
pooh!” cried the irrepressible 
Nadar. “I'll do something dif- 
ferent!” 

Unexpected as ever, he open- 
ed a photographic studio with 
himself as cameraman. His wit 
and artistry mede it the fashion- 
able rendezvous of Paris. His 
fmventive skill banished the 
tedious long exposure method 
when he introduced to the world 


the instant flash photography 
by electric light. 


More startling still, Nadar 


took camera and lights deep in-_ 


to the Paris catacombs to pro- 
duce the most dramatic photos 


ever seen of that eerie under. 


world of the dead. 

Then the art of ballooning at- 
tracted his attention. “But aero- 
nauts do nothing except float 
where the wind takes them,” he 
complained. To show what he 
could do, Nadar booked a bal- 
loon and sailed over Paris at 
1,600 fect, leaning perilously 
from the frail basket to take the 
world’s first air photographs! 
Just a century ago. 


In all, he made thirty flights 
taking photographs, then pub- 
lished them in an album explain. 
ing at the same time that aerial 
photography would be valuable 
for military strategy, civil town 
planning and map-making—for 
all of which it is standard tech- 
nique to-day. Tis 

But even while he made prac- 
tical use of them, Nadar attack- 
ed those who believedthat bal- 


loons could conquer the air. 50, 


years before .heir time he de- 
clared: “There must be engine 
power — and _ heavier-than-air 
machines! The more powerful 
the apparatus, relatively the 
lighter it will be. The force of 
a 2-horse-power engine weighs 
less than two forces of one 
horse-power each.” 

To, show that size could not 
aid steering, Nadar ordered the 
world’s biggest balloon. A gas- 
bag 210,000 cubic feet in 75,000 
square feet of silk, with a wick- 
er gondola built like a two- 
storey house. Named “The 
Giant,” it cost)a fortune of 200,- 
000 francs. Knowing the public 
would not subscribe, Nadar set 
to and earned it himself by ex- 
hibiting and selling his most out- 
standing photographs. 

His first ascent on October 


* 4th, 1863, ended four hours later 


—the gas valve had ben left 
open! Was it because Nadar de- 
fied superstition by having 
thirteen aboard? Two weeks 
later, with his wife, nine pas- 
sengers and Eugene Arnold, the 
first air reporter, he set off 
again, with 200,000 Parisians 
paying to wave farewell. Am- 
ong them was Napoleon II, whom 
Nadar hated. 

Danger threatened when The 
Giant began to fall towards the 
stormy North Sea. “Land be- 
fore it is too late!” yelled the 
frantic passengers. Instead, Na- 
dar stopped them from reaching 


the gas valve by brandishing a. 


loaded revolver. 

Luckily sea winds blew them 
inland. They drifted over Bel- 
gium and Holla, began to des- 
cend into Germany when the 
wind rose to forty-five miles an 
hour. Rain slashed down. The 
Giant was flung up like a leaf

Now it was impossible to 
reach the valve to deflate the 
gasbag.

His injured wife was in bed for 
months. Others, receiving brok- 
en arms, sprains, cuts, contu- 
sions and nervous breakdowns, 
sent the bill for damages soar- 
ing to 125,000 francs. Nadar 
paid, then declared, imperturb- 
ably: “I was right. Balloons are 
no good at all. I shall found an 
International Society for En- 
couragement for the Study of 
Aviation or Aerial Locomotion 
by Means of Apparatus Heavier 
Than the Air!” 

He did found this society and 
forthright book 
whose translated title is “The 
Right to Fly.” Among men at- 
tracted to his magnetic vitality 
was Jules Verne, who immor- 
talized Nadar by using him as 
“Michael Ardent,” fictional hero 
of the Verne balloon books. 

Nadar lived until 1910—to see 
tiie Wright Brothers fulfil his 
belief in heaviéretiien-air ma- 
chines and his countryman Bix 
riot fly the Channel, so justi- 
fying his astonishing Society of 
Encouragement! 


You Can Get Blood 
From a Stone 


At the famous Roman amphi- 
theatre at Arles in southero 
France, a bearded man uoved from 
stone to stone, studying each 
through a magnifying glass.

All over France, chemists, geolo- 
gists and biologosts have been 
feverishly trying to arrest -. the 
choicest works of art, 

Besides Notre Dame and the atm- 
phitheatre at Arles, the famous 
cathedrals of Rheims, Amiens and 
Chartres, the chateaux of the Loire 
Valley, the palaces of Versailles 
and hundreds of less well - known 
French masterworks are threatened 
with disfigurement. 

Stone, if exposed long enough to 
the elements, naturally becomes 
worn and eroded. But normal 
stone decay scarcely explains what 
has been happening in France. 


Notre Dame, a miracle of Gothie 
art, was one of the earliest suffer- 
ers, Almost overnight, the grinning 
gargoyles and other sculptures ‘e- 
came spotted with open sores, Else- 
where there appeared huge blisters 
or evil-looking black crusts. Some 
of the renowned flying buttresses, 
supporting the cathedral's side 
walls, were found to be as close to 
collapse as are the beams of a ter. 
mite-ridden house. 

At Rheims the situation was 
even more dramatic, Weather, fire 
and war all had scarred but failed 
to destroy the beautiful thirteenth- 
century cathedral. Now the famous 
statues over the main entrance are 
emaciated to the point of ghostli- 
ness. “They appear to have been al- 
most bled to death,” said an expert. 

Superstitious Frenchmen say that 
mankind is being punished for.its 
works of evil: the Virgin of Rheims 
is wasting away in sorrow for the 
sins of the atomic age. And now 
the disease has spread to America, 
In al to trace where. the 
consumer's oom dollar actually 
goes, the United States has been 
making a series of studies concern- 
ing retail food costs, A report some 
months ago showed that, in gen- 
eral, processing and marketing 
costs take a large share of every 
dollar spent.for food, 

Some ftlluminating “‘etalled stat- 
istics concerning costs involved in 
getting.a loaf of bread from farm 
to table have been issued by the 
United States Department of Agri 
culture, Agricultural Marketing 
Service, in recent report “Market- 
ing Margins for White Bread,”

Of the 17.7 cents paid by con- 
sumers’for a pound of white bread, 
says this report, the farmers get 
about 3.1 cents and the retailer 
gete about 2.9 cents, What happens 
to the remaining 11.7 cents? 

Here is the way the USDA has 
it figured out: 

Bread prices, they say, have in- 
creased every year since 146. The 
present average, 17.7 cetts - per 
pound, amounts to 70 per cent more 
than the 10.4 cents paid 10 years 
ago 

“Most of the rise in retail bread 
prices since 146 has come from ta 


ecrenses in charges by the bukees 
The rise took place without any 
significant changes in services ina 
number of other food items,” the 
report states 

Actually, according to this study, 
the farmer's share in the price cf 
bread has shrunk, from 25 per cent 
in 146 to 18 per cent in 1955, The 
farmer received) only. one haif 
erent of the 7.3 eent Increase” per 
loaf since 1iH6 

“The slight widening of the price 
spread on 1955 was due to higher 
costa at the bakery,” Sivas the 
RDA. “Hourly earnings th bread 
bakeries in 1955 were approvi 
mately 7 cents higher than in 1-4. 
This increase was. amaller than in 


the years tmmediately prevediug, 
but like the earlier ones appears to 
have’ been passed on to the eon 
sumer.” 

Even if the wheat farmer “had 
donated hw wheat, white bread 
would etill have cost consumers 
about 14 cents per loaf,” the ce 
pert discloses 

“Itetween the farm gate and the 
consumers table, a number of hand- 
ling and process ny steps take place 
and each must be paid for,” la 


eluding marketing charges covering 
storage, insurance, transportation, 
and milling and other processing. 

Here is the breakdown, show- 
ing the average amount received 
in 1955 by each one Involved in get- 
ting a loaf of bread from farm to 
consumer:

But bakeries, which haye the 
fargest take from the retail price 
of bread, apparently are not rol- 
ling in profits either, for, according 
to the USDA, “Profits of whole- 
sale bakeries have fluctuated in re- 
cent years. Judging from a sample 
of six major national firms the 
trend in profits after taxes has been 
downward since 1946,” but figures 
for the first nine months of 1055 
indicated an upturn for the year. 

When the elements which make 
up the wholesale price of bread are 
tabulated, as has been done by the 
“TSDA in this study, it is difficult 
to put the finger on anyone who Is 
getting a lion's share of profit:

These figures; reminding every- 
one that hundreds of workers play 
a part in getting that sandwich into 
the lunchbox or that plate of bread 
on the dinner table, won't reduce 
anyone’s food budget by a fraction 
of a cent. But it may help con- 
sumers view the oft misunderstood 
and maligned farmer in a more 
charitable ight — and also to ap- 
preciate more fully the unprece- 
dented services which are available 
to consumers for a few paltry 
cents, 

It will remind them, too, that some 
portion of the increase in almost 
every commodity price can be trac- 
ed to higher wages or increased 
benefits being paid to workers. 
Labor leaders sometimes resent 
having this fact pointed out, but it 
is a fact nevertheless, 

In the booming economy, only 
the farmer and perhaps some white- 
collar workers and teac‘iers still lag 
behind in income,

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Fish Shot Out 
His Cigarette 


A man smoking on a verands 
overlooking water in the Fast Indies 
had bis cigarette extinguished by 
well- directed salyoes, A small tz 
ard sunning Itself on a leaf a few 
Inches above the water was sin 
lariy marked down. 

Stories like these have been 
brought back by travellers tothe 
East Indies for more than two hun 
fred years. No one believed that 
there were fish that swam abont 
Just beneath the surface of the 
‘water and shot down hovering tp 
eects and other objects sy accurate 
sombardment with drops of water. 
Qniy recently have these stories of 
the “archer” fish been Investigated 
and thejr remarkable skill. con 
firmed, 

Although «tliey are fairly 
fish, the largest only about ten 
inches long, they are capable of 
shooting with uncanny accuracy 
for a distunce of several feet above 
the water. The drops hit hovering 
Insects with considerable force, sa 
that they plop down into the watel 
and the fish snap them up. 

Observers found *that up to a 
distance of four feet away the fish 
never missed. The very best shots 
were able to send the drops of wat 
tr asx inuch as twelve feet above 
the surface, — 

Has the archer fish any special 
equipment to enable it to. perform 
its unusual feats of arms? Very 
little, other than a looser tongue 
than. fish generally have, and 4a 
ttraight groove in the middle of 
the roof of the mouth For shooting 
the tongue is held against this 
groove to form a tabe, and the gill 
tovers are pressed smartly inwards, 
driving water through the tube 
guder corsiderable pressure. 


small 


This much is clear; but what 
puzzled scientists is how It achieves 
Its astonishing accuracy. When it 
shoots its eyes are below the sur 
face of the water, so it must take 
account of the “bending” of the 
ight which reaches It, 


A stick looks bent In the middle 
when half of it is in water, [t's 
the same with the fish looking up 
wards: the ‘insect isn't at the spot 
where the fish sees it. It must there- 
fore make the necessary adjuat- 
ment to its aim, shooting the drops 
where it knows the Insect is, and 
mot at the spot where If appears to 
be. Avain, the surface of the water 
may be choppy, but the archer fish 
ia able to make allowances for this 
also. 

It is also quick to learn fromm 
experience. Two spectihéns kept in 
an aquarium were teased by being 
offered spiders stuck on to the eud 
of a stick. They soon gave up boin- 


barding them when they found 
they couldn't shoot them down, 
What is more, they afterwards 


refused to bombard any other 
@pider or insect until they became 
really hungry. 

Fish that shoot down Insecta 
gound, atrange enough. But there 
are others that get their prey with 
Mne and bait. 

The ‘angler’ fish Is an ex- 
tremely ugly creature with a small 
body and a huge head that ts near- 
ly ull mouth. Its fishing tackle con- 
a@ists of a thin strand growing out 
from the top of the head and end- 
ing in a blob ef flesh, ke a topknot, 
which is the bait. This the angler 
waves before any small fish that 
comes along, skilfully flicking tt 
Just out of reach whenever the 
wnapecting victim makes a dart at 
it. Gradually the fish Is lured near 
er and nearer to the anglers 
elosed Jaws. Then there is a sudden 
wupheuval as the huge mouth opens 
suddenly to take in a great gulp of 
water that sweeps the fish In with 
it. 

There are several varieties of 
angler fish. The largest kind are 
three feet or more in length, and 
are said to be able to catch dicks 
alighting on the water. Certainly 
their mouths are big enough to 
@ccommodate a whole duck. One 
of the earliest angler fish to be 
shown in New York Aquarium 
erented such interest that everyone 
wanted to see it feed. \s a result It 
@ied after a short time of overeat 
ing. 

Perhaps the most fantastic ang 
ler fish are those that live tn the 
@eepest ocean two or three miles 
below the surface, where no sun- 


tks 


light penetrates. Their bait 1s 
luminous, the light being produced 
not by the fish itself but by bac- 
teria that live in the bait. | 

A Mediterranean fish that 
boasts the delightful name of “star 
gazer” has a different but equally 
effective method of angling.  Nor- 
mally it lies with its whole boy 
buried in sand on the sea bed, only 
{ts eyes and part of its mouth re 
maining uncovered, Out from the 
mouth come, thin red filament 
which wriggles and squirma alonz 
the sand just like a small red 
worm. And small red worms are an 
irresistible attraction to small fish 

The worm-bait idea, though, Is 
not exclusive to the star-gazer, nor 
is angling practised only by fish. 
The .alligator-snapping turtle 
angles with-‘a similar worm-like 
filiment which lies along the mid 
dle of its tongue, the turtle remain- 
ing quite still the “worm” wriggles 
around. : 

The octopus, too, is something 
of an ace angler, which Its not sur- 
prising, for, it not only has eight 
arms but is an extremely intelll- 
gent creature. Unless very hungry, 
an octopus will not eat fish, pre 
ferring crabs and lobsters and 
other crustacea if it can get thein. 
Occasionally, however, an octopus 
has been known to kill a smah 
fish and hold it outside its-lair at 
the end of one of. its eight arms. 
Now crabs and lobsters are great 
scavengers, and sooner or later one 
is sure to be attracted to the dead 
fish, And, of course, the octopus 
has seven other arms held tn readl 
ness to draw it into the lair. 

If you have a goldfish pond and 
a cat you will know what a skilled 
fisherman a cat can be. The South 
American jaguar is also fond of 
fish, and catches them in the same 
way. It is réported that it will 
gometimes break the surface of the 
water with the tip of its tail in

How Can [?

Q. How can I make a good 
household glue? 

A. A good household glue that 
will stick paper or cloth to 
metal, wood or glass, and leaye 
no stain, can be made as fol- 
lows: Dissolve 1 tablespoonful 
of ordinary gelatine in 2 to 2% 
tablespoonsfuls of hoiling wa- 
ter, Boil a few seconds and then 
add a little sugar while still hot. 

Q. How can I treat rough dry 
hands?

Beush off 
and repeat until the cornstarch 
has absorbed the grease. 

Q. How large should break- 


fast and luncheon napkins be? _ 


A. They are usually 12 to 18 
inches square. Dinner napkins 
measure from 20 to 27 inches. 
For the family use napkins of 
the same size can be used for 
all meals. 

Q. Is there a better bait for 
the mouse trap than the cus- 
tomary cheese? 

A. A piece of fried bacon rind 
is often more effective than 
cheese. 

Q. How can I polish a stained 
floor? 

A. Make a preparation by 
shaving “%-pound of beeswax 
into a pan containing %-pint 
turpentine, Rub vigorously into 
the floor and polish with a dry 
woolen pad. It is an excellent 
liquid floor wax. — 

Q. How can I temporarily stop 
a leak in a gas pipe? : 

A. By moistening common 
soap and pressing it tightly over 
the leak. Or use a paste made 
of whiting and yellow soap 
mixed with water. 

Q. What is a substitute for 
meat? 

A. Cottage cheese, macaroni 
and. cheese, or some other 
cheese dish, or an egg dish, may 
be considered as a substitute for

Jesus Is the Son of God 
Hebrews 1:1-3; 2:1-4; 671-3. 


Memory Selection: God — hath 
in these days spoken unte 
us by his Son. Hebrews 1:1-2. 
The churches to which the 

letters in the New Testament 

are written were composed 
mainly of Gentiles. The Chris- 
tian Jews were a small major- 
ity. But the letter which we are 
to study for three Sundays ts 
specifically addressed to the He- 
brews. The Hebrews or Jews (as 
they are more commonly called 
today) number over 10 million. 

About 5 million live in USA and 

about half that number in New 

York City. About a million live 

in Palestine. Only. a very small 

minority accept the New Testa- 
ment. 

It is striking that this letter 
to the Hebrews begins by em- 
phasizing that Jesus is the Son 
of God. This is fundamental to 
all that follows in the letter. The 
events recorded in the Old Tes- 
tament are“preliminary and pre- 
paratory to the revelation of 


God's Son as revealed in the 
New Testament. 
Strangely enough there are 


some who belong to the Chris- 
tian Church who question the 
deity of Jesus. Almost all agree 
that he was a good man. But 
how could he be good and affirm 
that he was the Son of God if he 
were not. The attack on his deity 
is often subtle. The manner of 
his birth is questioned. A proe- 
minent minister in a book re- 
eently says concerning the Vir~ 
gin Birth, “How can a doctrine 
be essential to a religion if the 
Founder of that religion said 
nothing about it?” How do we 
know that Jesus said nothing 
about the manner of his birth? 
We can only say that there is 
no record of his saying anything 
about it, But Matthew and L 
record the Virgin Birth. That 
sufficient reason for any Bible~ 
believing Christian. It is diffi- 
cult to see how any one can be 
a Christian and yet reject a por- 

on of the Bible which reveals 

hrist to us. }

Mine at Marmora walked off the job’ 
at midnight on Monday night in a 
wildcat strike in sympathy with the 
giant United Steehworkers Strike in 
the U. S. A. 

In the St&tes employees of the 
three largest Steel Companies, United 
States Steel, Republic and Bethlehem 
Steel Corporations left their jobs at 
midnight June 30th, at which time 
their contracts expired. The Union 
had asked for increased wages, a one 
year contract and other concessions 
while the companies had asked for a 
five year contract and had offered 
what would have meant an increase 
of about $4500. per man over the five 
year period. :

“Few people realize,” Dr Phillips 
said, “that our drowning toll in the 
months of June, July and August. is 
almost on a par with automobile ac- 
cident fatalities during the same 
period. !Last year, for instance, 205 
people were killed on our highways 
in the three month period, while at 
the same time 258 perished in lakes 
and rivers through drowning acci- 
dents. 

“The greatest danger lies in the 
16 to 25 years age group, where, 
perhaps, some seem to unconsciously 
take chances or overestimate their 
powers as swimmers.” 

The Health Minister went on to say 
that panic is possibly the most im- 
portant single factor in these holiday 
water tragedies. He emphasized the 
importance of keeping a ‘cool head” 
in all such mishaps. 

Dr. Phillips listed these simple 
rules for water safety: 

1, If you can’t swim stay away 
from deep water and out of 
canoes! - 

2. Never go swimming alone! 

4. Never enter) the water after 
a meal. Stomach cramps may 
be caused by swimming too 
soon after eating. Allow at 
least one hour after meals 
before taking that dip! 

4. Float on your back if you get 
‘a cramp in your leg or foot, 
and, on reaching shore rub the 
affected part vigorously.

The war on weeds is an unceasing 
one in which our newest weapon is 
the use of herbicides for-.spraying. 
2,4-D is still the chemical most widely 
used as it is selective in action, 
economical and easily applied. Other 
members of the same family of chem- 
icals, such as M.C.P. and 2,4,5-T are 
also in common use for weed control. 

These chemicals ‘are used in the 
form of sodium or amine salts, or as 
high or low volatile esters. The salts 
are slower acting, and do not form @ 
gas. vapour which may drift from the 


area, sprayed. Esters are quick acting }~* 


and more effective on some weeds. 
Low volatile esters are used more 
and more because they also do not 
form a gas vapor which may be car- 
ried by the wind to do damage to 
susceptible crops. 

There are about 20 chemicals used 
for weed control and it is necessary 
for farm sprayers to keep up-to-date 
in their use. Every farmer should 
have the Handbook on Chemical 
Weed Control (Circular 75) and the 
Guides to Chemical Weed Control 
(Circulars 75A, B & C).

Farm sprayers should remember 
that herbicides are a useful weapon 
in the war on weeds. Like any wea- 
pon they should be used intelligently 
and according to directions.

SEPTIC TANK 
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New Bow Bells 
Will Ring Soon 


Cockneys will come into theiz 
own again, this year, it is hoped. 
True cockneys are born with- 
in the sound of Bow Bells. For 
15 years since 1941 Bow Bells 
have been silent. They crashed 
from the steeple of the lovely 
Wren church of St. Mary-le- 
Bow, Cheapside, when fire des- 
troyed the church in air raids. 
Now the Bow Bells are being 
cast from the old metal, They 
are expected to ring out again 
before the end of the year. 
Restoration work on the 
steeple is also going ahead and 
this will be the first part of the 
church to be rebuilt. Restora- 
tion of the whole church is ex- 
pected to take two or three 


- years, 


The original Bow Bells, first 
mentioned in 1496, were de- 
stroyed in the Great Fire of 
London in 1666. The tenor bell 
for Wren'’s new church cast 
three years later lasted until 
1941. 

Although Wren designed the 
belfry for 12 bells, only eight 
were placed in it at first. The. 
peal was increased to 10 in 1762 
and 12 in 1881, 

The broken remains of Bow 
Bells which were “just a pile of 
metal” are being recast in the 
Whitechapel foundry which re- 
cast Wren’s original bells in 
1762. There will be plenty of 
metal for the new peal since the 
great tenor bell of 5,936 pounds, 
which once rang the curfew, 
now will weigh only 4,704 
pounds. The reduction in weight 
is for the stability of tower.

RURAL MINISTERS 
TO ATTEND COURSES 
AT THE 0.A.C. 


Rural ministers of all denomina- 
tions are meeting at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, from 
July 23rd to 27th, at the Annual 
School for Rural Clergymen, when 
they will go back to school to learn 
gomething of the problems of their 
farm people and the latest develop- 
ments in agriculture. 

Three main courses are provided. 
The course in Rural Sociology will re- 
fate social science to the understand- 
ing of country people and their pro- 
blems.

PRICE OF BEER 
MAY BE INCREASED 


W. H. Collings, chief commissioner 
of the Liquor Control Board of Ont- 
ario, said Monday that the scale of 
provincial taxes on beer is under re- 
view. 

He denied, however, that the Gov- 
«roc.ent and the brewing companies 
have readied a deadlock on the 
“That's not a fair assess- 
ment of the situation,” Mr. Collings 
paid. 
There seems to be little doubt that 
an increase in taxes at the brewery 
level is on the way. The board is try- 
ing to find some way of finding more 
money without forcing an increase to 
consumers. 

The brewing companies have ar- 
gued they cannot absorb any increase 
in taxes. 

The Ontario Government gets 8.7 
cents for every gallon of beer pro- 
duced in Ontario and 9.5 cents for 
every gallon imported. In addition, 
there is a sliding licenre fee on every 
brewing plant and all but one or two 
northern firms pay the maximum of 
$5000 per plant a year. 

‘There is also a gallonage tax levied 
at the hotel level. 

The taxes collected from the brew- 
eries. not including the license fees 
amounted to about $7,600,000 last 
year.

Who Guess Wrong 


Space travel enthusiasts will 
not readily forgive Professor 
Richard Woolley, the new As- 
tronomer Royal, for his severe 
castigation of their dreams. “The 
future of interplanetary travel is 
utter bilge,” he has said. 

But let them take heart. Pre- 
dictions of wise men often prove 
sheer clap-trap. Some planet ex- 
plorers may even be hurtling 
through outer space in Profes- 
sor Woolley’s lifetime. And here 
are some good reasons why... 

If we had listened to the “cold 
water” prophets of the past, men 
of high repute in their own 
spheres, we should still living 
in a semi-barbarian world, with- 
out trains, steamships, 
planes, electricity, gas, radio, tel- 
evision, cinemas, typewriters, 
telephones and almost every im- 
aginable comfort and amenity 


acrTro- 


The Hon, C. S. Rolls, himself 
highly distinguished as a motor- 
ing and flying pioneer, once said: 
“IT do not think that a flight 
across the Atlantic will be made 
in ‘our time’ .. . moreover, 
owing to the lightness of the air, 
in which the aeroplane has to 
operate, I do not think it will 
ever-be used for carrying either 
goods or a large number of pas- 
sengers.” ‘ 

Frank H. Butler, the noted 
aviator and friend of Wilbur 
Wright, said this about flying 
the Atlantic in 1910: “A man of 
thirty. may see the feat accom- 


plished but for myself I think the 
probabilities are rather against 
it.” Only nine years later, John 
Alcock and Arthur Whitten 
Brown, both Glasgow-born, con- 
founded him and won a $50,000 
prize by making the first trans- 
atlantic flight in history.

brothers were experimenting 
with their heavier-than-air mach- 
ines, Dr. Simon Newcombe, a 
noted American scientist, scorned 
the very suggestion of mechani- 
cal flight. 


He argued that “no possible 
combination of known substan- 
ces, known form of machinery 
and known forms of force can be 
united in a practicable“ machine 


“by which we will fly long dis- 


tances through the air.” And he 
concluded: "May not our mech- 
anicians be ultimately forced to 
admit that aerial flight is one of 
the great class of problems with 
which man can never cope, and 
give up all attempts to grapple 
with it?” 

Yes, * flying, so commonplace 
today, seemed “utter bilge” fifty- 
six years ago, 

Inventors of all forms of: il- 
lumination have also been caus- 
tically “bilged.” When gas light- 
ing was first mooted, Sir Walter 
Scott, the novelist, commented in 
a-letter to a friend: “There is a 
man here who professes to light 
the streets of London with 
smoke,” 

Electricity, when demonstrated 
in Paris in 1878, caused Profes- 
sor Erasmus Wilson to write: 
“Witheecard to electric light, 
much has ve said for and 
against it, but I think I may say 
without fear of contradiction 
that when the Paris Exhibition 
closes, electric light will close 
with it, and very little more 
will be heard of it.” 

No less an authority than Wer- 
ner von Siemens, the Berlin 
physicist and engineer, once 
wrote a treatise for experts .on 
the incandescent lamp. He ended 
conviction that 

would never 
lighting or reach 


electria lighting 
its efficiency. 

if scientists were so wrong 
less than a century ago, may not 
today’s prophets be equally 
wrong, perhaps in a far shorter 
span, of time 

Again, to return to Paris, when 
Edison’s phonograph, a_ voice- 
recording instrument that fore- 
shadowed the gramaphone, was 
first demonstrated before a 
learned French audience, Profes- 
sor Bouillard jumped up from 
his seat, seized the demonstrator 
by the throat, and nearly chok- 
ing him to death shouted: “You 
are imposing on us. Do you im- 
agine we are to be fooled by a 
ventriloquist?” 

Napoleon himself showed piti- 
able judgement, almost childish- 
ness, when he first met. Robert 
Fulton, the steamship pioneer. 
Inspired by James Watt's steam 


engine, Fulton wanted to adapt 
it for navigation. But when he 
unfolded his plans, Napoleon 
asked acidly: “Do you propose to 
drive a ship with cigar smoke?” 

The steam engine itself pro- 
voked derision and hate at the 


outset, That bluff north country 
genius, George Stephenson, fath- 
er of the “Rocket,” foresaw the 
day when every civilized country 
would be interlaced by steel 
rails, which steam-driven 
coaches plied for hire 

Yet, when he tried to bring his 


alse 
aiong 


Bill before Parliament for the 
construction of steam railways, 
he found himself a natidnal 
laughing stock. One MP rasped, 
you all know that locomotives 
are driven by fire. If one of these 
engines is put upon the rails 
and rain comes the fire will be 
put cut, You cannot, of course, 


wrap up a locomotive in cloths 


‘achievements. 


(loud laughter). They would be 
blown off by the wind (more 
laughter), And if a strong wind 
came the fire would become so 
hot that the boiler would burst.” 

At his final sally, Stephenson 
laughed as loudly as anyone else, 
but for a different reason. The 
absurdity of that eloquent mem- 
ber’s argument convulsed him. 

On another occasion, a mem- 
ber speaking in opposition to the 
Bill asked Stephenson to assume 
that one of his engines was tra- 
velling at 10 m.p.h. when a cow 
strayed onto the line. “Would 
that not be an awkward circum- 
stance?” he asked. 

“Yes,” answered Stephenson in 
his rich Northumbrian brogue, 
“very awkward — for the coo!” 

Few outstanding benefactors of 
mankind ever stirred up such 
contempt, initially, as Marconi, 
the wireless pioneer. When he 
first came as a “young crackpot” 
to England, he was subjected to 
every indignity. On his arrival 
at the port, customs officers, 
probing into his suitcases and 
trunks, were startled by the com- 
plicated scientific apparatus they 
discovered. “The man’s an an- 
archist,” said one. 

So, Marconi, seeking peace to 
develop his world-changing ideas, 
found himself arrested and his 
apparatus confiscated. Happily, a 
British engineer quickly vouched 
for him. 

But, almost immediately after- 
wards, a London newspaper, 
which should have known better, 
commented: “An Italian. has ar- 
rived — with a concertina but no 
monkey. It is a street organ on 
whith it is impossible to play, 
but it can make a lot of noise.” 

However, the “concertina with 
no monkey” shortly afterwards 
bridged the Atlantic, so giving 
birth to modern radio’s great 
Yet hardly. had 
Marconi begun his successful ex- 
periments before old ladies 
started writing to the newspap- 
ers complaining about “all this 
electric stuff in the air,” 

“It is crippling our health,” 
they cried, in dismal chorus. 
“The man should be put away, 
and his godless contraptions 
burnt,” advised others, itching 
to blot out a great man’s vision 
and treat him as a dangerous 
criminal or lunatic, 

These examples show clearly 
enough that it is not wise to label 
every inventor's dream as 
“bilge.” One day the Astrono- 
mer Royal’s derision of space tra- 
vel may make him look just as 
silly!

It seems to us that we must 
approach the question of- fluori- 
dation from a_ standpoint of 
logic. If it is the government's 
job to see to it that we are all 
bristling with health, then let’s 
blow the works. The water sup- 
ply can be made the transmis- 
sion device of every beneficial 
substance which 
discover.

These 
include: the provision of an 
adequate. number of miales to 
ensure fertility, the selection 
and care of hatching eggs and’ 
the provision of a good breeder 
ration.

Certain physical characteris- 
tics of eggs are related to hatch- 
ability. For best results, eggs 
should weigh . at least 24 
ounces per dozen. Eggs which 
are extremely large or poorly 
shaped should be discarded as 
well as those with pronounced 
ridges or signs of shell weak- 
ness.

The frequent gathering of 
eggs is essential to prevent 
them from becoming overheat- 
ed, chilled or soiled. They may 
be kept in ordinary egg cases 
which are turned from one side 
to another daily, and stored in 
a cool, well ventilated room 
where the temperature is be- 
tween 40 and 60 degrees F. 
Frequent egg shipments void the 
rapid loss_in hatchability which 
results when eggs are stored for 
a period exceeding sevn days.

A good laying ration is not 
necessarily a good breeder ra- 
tion.

In every 
organization, there are dozens 
of people who can say “no.”

Kipiing Treasure 
In Waste Basket 


So many years ago that I lieve 
quite lost count, I had an open 
bookshop across the street from 
Wanamaker’s. A woman I knew 
slightly came in one day, and 
asked if I had ever heard of 
Rudyard Kipling. 

“Who is Rudyard Kipling?” I 
asked, or* words to that affect. 

She gave me a copy of John 
Lovell’s edition of Barrack Room 


Ballads. I read it, 
Of course you know how 
youngsters (1 was in my 20's) 


are carried away by enthusiasm 
for a book, I was carried away 
by that one, and the odd ‘thing 


is I have never changed my. 
mind. -I thought then, re i 
think now, that Rudyard Kipling 


Was the greatest writer of my 
generation, , 

I have always had the run of 
Frank Doubleday’'s 
offices; I worked for him once, 
and my brother was his partner. 


Doubleday was noted for his 
enormous wastebasket, which 
stood up: higher than his desk. 


One day I was in his office, and 
noticed some galley proofs just 


within my reach in his waste- 
basket. 

“What are those, Effendi?” I 
asked ' 

“Oh, those are the galleys of 
Kim. We've gone into pages, and 
we don’t need the galleys.” 

I fished the proofs out; There 
seemed to be two or three hun- 
dred corrections: in  Kipling’s 
hand. 

“Look here, Effendi,” I said, 
“fifty-fifty on -what I get for 
these,” 

The great Kipling collector of 
that time was a man named Wil- 
liamson. He got a bargain when 
he paid me $750 for the galleys. 

AS’ Kipling became better 
known, copyright protection on 


his works grew important, Until 
recently it was necessary in such 
cases, under American copyright 
law, to make separate printings. 

I remember as if it were 
yesterday the time when Double- 
day, my brother Sam, and Kip- 
ling stood by the press while the 
special copyright printing of The 
White Man’s Burden came off. 
The edition was ten copies, and 
then the type was destroyed. —

you will win a prize—perhaps 
you won't—but in any case you 
will have done your part and 
contributed something towards 
the success: of the fair. It takes 
time, and a very special effort, 
to fix up a piece of work for 
the fair. But if we all followed 
the line of least resistance and 
didn’t bother to exhibit any- 
thing at all, what. would happen 
to our Fall Fairs?

«mest. Not only did the creature 

devour the duck, but also the 
setting of eggs beneath her, num- 
bering fr fourteen to eigh- 
teen. At the time we did not 
know what type of predator it 
could be that would have such 
&@ food hunger as this, and as it 
would not come to exactly the 
game spot-a second time we had 
to set traps near other live 
ducks on their nests; thus we 
were unable to catch this pre- 
dator- until, as already stated, 
this destruction had gone on for 
fourteen nights. It turned out to 
be a mother raccoon weighing 
nearly twenty-five pounds. Had 
we not caught and destroyed 
this predator, not only she, but 
also every one of her offspring, 
would be creating the same 
havoc this spring. This being 
the case, I surely cannot agree 
with Mr. Allen when he con- 
tends that “Killing -predators 
will not increase game.” The 
fact is that this one coon de- 
stroyed not only fourteen mother 
ducks, or breeders: but also de- 
stroyed fully two hundred duck 
eggs. Had these eggs been left 
to hatch and mature, without 
danger from predators, from the 
egg stage to full-grown birds, 
it would have meant an increase 
of perhaps one hundred and 
fifty ducks. ; 

Then look at the timber wolf 
situation in northern Ontario. 
I was with my late father when 
we saw thirty-eight Red Deer 
fn one day. Timber wolves came 
fn and increased — a species of 
timber wolf that some weigh 
nearly one hundred pounds. The 
next fall, during late October 
‘or early November when there 
was only one inch or so of

snow, we tracked different packs 
of these wolves; and their tracks 
led us to as many ag thirteen 
deer carcasses in one day, mostly 
does (females) and fawns. 1 am 
advised that in some areas today 
there is not a deer track to be 


seen, let alone a deer. Yet look’ 


at Pennsyvania and Michigan, 
where there are no timber wol- 
ves. In these two States, in the 
face 6f an army of hunters each 
fall, it-has been found necessary 
to permit the females to be shot 
in order to reduce the herds to 
reasonable numbers. ste 
Let us consider the pheasant 
situation: Pelee Island, in Lake 
Erie, is only some eight or ten 
miles from my home, which has 
enabled me to observe the situa- 
tion there at first hand and 


_ continuously, The numbers of 


pheasants have increased during 
the last twenty-five years from 
the start of two dozen birds. On 
the island named,/only a few 
square miles in extent .but where 
there are no predators, pheasants 
have become so numerous that 
during the last ten or more 
years, one thousand hunters 
have harvested approximately 
fifteen thousand (15,000) cock 
birds annually; and lately it has 
me necessary to allow hen 
‘birds to be shot in order to re- 
duce the flocks, which in spite 
of the previous great annual 
slaughter continued to increase. 
Think of the great estates in 
both England and Scotland. On 
some of these the game pre- 
serve dates back three hundred, 
or more years; and during that 
time gatekeepers have controlled 
the predators both night and 
day. The result is that pheasant 
and grouse are so numerous that 
sportsmen go from New York 
and other parts of America, each 
fall, to hunt. One autumn, a few 
years ago, five New York 
sportsmen shot four thousand 
grouse on one of the estates, or 
moors, in Scotland, in a single 
week. With the excellent habi- 
tat that exists in countless less 
populated areas of the vast 
stretches of North America, why 
should our sportsmen have to 
journey to the small island of 
Great Britain to behold a pleni- 


tude of game. or to the. ten

square miles of Pelee Island? 
They would not need to if the 
same amount of money were 
expended in predator control as 
is paid several of our University 
professors and game manage- 
ment biologists who are going 
through the country telling us 
“we will have just. as much 
game in the fall no matter how 
much is killed by the predator 


in the winter, spring and sum- ' 


mer months.” 

It seems so inconsistent to 
have laws allowing you and me 
one or two days in the fall in 
which to shoot pheasants and 
other game, yet protecting pre- 
dators that commit the same act 
of killing on every one of the 
three hundred and sixty-five 
days of the year! And why lean 
back on the old argument that 
“Nature will balance itself,” 
when the fact of the matter is 
that man, having upset Nature’s 
balance, ought to be held re- 
sponsible for restoring that bal- 
ance. The predator situation has 
become still more grievous lately 
because of the low prices paid 
for raw furs; during the last 
ten or more years the packs 
of timber wolves and hordes of 


‘skunks, weasels and other pre- 


dators, have increased out of 
all~ proportion «to the herds of 
game. And that is saying noth- 
ing of the increase in the flocks 
of crows and magpies which for 
three months of each year live 
practically entirely on the eggs 
of other birds. 

Most certainly we need habi- 
tat, food and. shelter for our 
wild life; but what peed. are 
all these if ninety-four nests 
out of one hundred and twenty- 
three (94 out of 123) nests are 
going to be destroyed in the 
egg stage by egg-eating preda- 
tors? This is the true situation, 
as has been authentically re- 
vealed by the research biolo- 
gists of North Dakota, last year. 

Most certainly, upon contem- 
plating the foregoing facts — 
and many others equally pertin- 
ent which I ean, or could, re- 
late — I am impélled to repeat 
that I do not agree with Mr. 
Durward L. Allen when he 
writes, “Killing Predators Won't 
Increase the Game.”

Q. How can I make athaea 
silver polish? 

A. Dissolve 1 ounce of pow- 
dered borax in %4-pint of boil- 
ing water. Add 4 ounces of pre- 
cipitated chalk when cool, and 
beat until smooth. Then add 1 
gill of alcohol. Bottle, and shake 
thoroughly before using. 

Q. How can I prevent the skin 
of the hands from shrivelling 
when necessary to place them 
in water for a length of time? 

A. Try rubbing the hands 
with vinegar or salt. The un- 
pleasant feeling -will leave and 
the skin will be soft and smooth. 

Q. How can I prevent apples 
from wrinkling while baking 
in the oven? ' 

A. Slit the skin in three or 
four places with a knife before 
baking: :

“T haven't 
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Drive Your Way Out Of An Accident 


By AL ESPER, Chief Test 
Driver, Ford Motor Company 


An emergency on the road 
boils down to this—you’re in a 
tight spot, and you've got to get 
out. It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence if you're a test driver like 
me or a typical motorist out for 
a Sunday drive. In both cases 
you've been. very careful and 
have been following the rules of 
the road. But something has gone 
wrong with your’ car! Or an- 
other motorist has ignored the 
rules! That’s when it really pays 
to know how to drive your way 
out of an accident. 


Calmness is the most impor- 
tant factor—then thinking and 
acting quickly. I've outlined five 
emergency situations. Go over 
them several times so that when 
you get in a tight spot, you will 
automatically do 
thing. 

1.1% You Have A Blowout. 
Above all, keep firm control of 
the steering wheel. Don't slam 
on your brakes or you will roll 
your car over. Keep the car 
going in a straight line and let 
up gradually on the accelerator 
so as not to jerk the car out of 
control. When the car has slowed 
down, apply your brakes gently. 
Pull all the way off the road to 
make necessary repairs. 


2. if Your Brakes Give Out. 
This happens very rarely, most 
often on older cars, and on hills 
and inclines is always dangerous. 
First, slowly pump the brakes 
up and down. You want to give 
them a chance to function. 
Simultaneously, apply your 
emergency brakes. If at all pos- 
sible, shift into a lower gear. 
When you have full control, pull 
over to the side of the road to 


avoid collision with other ve-. 


hicles. As an additional help in 
stopping your car, you may pull 
onto the shoulder of the road, 
into a shallow ditch or run over 
or through some obstacle. 

3. If Your Car Skids. Do not 
brake or accelerate or you will 
make the skid worse. If the rear 
end of your car skids to the 
left, turn your steering wheel to 
the left. If to the right, turn to 
the right. Always turn in the 
direction of the skid to recover 
control of your car. To prevent 
a new skid ease your foot off 
the gas pedal and then pump 
your brakes gently. 

4. if A Car Cuts You Off From 
The Right At An Intersection. 
Apply your brakes although you 
might not be able to stop in

depleted. Evaporation losses are 
high if water is added in fre- 
quent light applications.

A ggass grown for pas- 
ture or forage on a loam soil 
with a water use of 0.2 inch per 
day- should receive 3 inches of 
water either as rain or irriga- 
tion every 15 days. On lawns it 
would be more economical to 
apply one inch of water every 
5 or 6 days than to apply the 
same amount’ of water at more 
frequent intervals.

How was this deadly 
drug being smuggled out? 

For weeks the answer evaded 
him, Then he was struck by a 
most singular fact. The price of 
camels i Egypt had suddenly 
risen to unwarranted heights. 
Investigating further, the Brit- 
ish officer discovered that cam- 
els being used to cross the Sa- 
hara from Egypt to Tangier and 
Casablanca were only making a 
one-way journey. They never 
came back! 


A few more inquiries supplied 
the answer: metal capsules con- 
taining the drugs were fed to 
the camels before leaving Egypt 
and lodged in the creatures’ stor- 
age compartments. On reaching 
Tangier and Casablanca, the un- 
lucky camels were killed and the 
capsules recovered, Each camel 
had been carrying up to $15,000 
worth of narcotics, 

After the ingenious dope 
smugglers had been rounded up, 
the officer wrote a report for the 
the United Nations Commission 
on Narcotics so that it could 
warn all member nations to be 
on their guard against this re- 
sourceful ruse. 


Instruments used by police in 


desert countries to - day to 
“search” ‘tamele for narcotics 
include mine detéttors. and 


fluoroscopes with which police 
and customs officers can search 
inside the animals. 

The international list of known 
dope smugglers and their tricks 
is one of the biggest and most 
effective weapons used by the 
world’s nations in their battle 
to stamp out the deadly narcot- 
ics 

Recently, American narcotic 
agents smashed a large smug- 
glin ring which had been bring- 
ing opium into California from 
Mexico, The smugglers packed 
the opium in large tins labelled 
“Tomato Puree” and took it 
openly across the Mexican-U.S. 
border in motor lorries. 

Each load had several genuine 
tins of puree which could be 
opened for inspection if neces- 
sary. An alert customs official 
noticed that the puree he inspec- 
ted wasn’t fresh enough and ask- 
ed awkward questions which 
led to arrests. 

For eighteen months wardens 
in a Canadian jail tried to stop 
morphine being smuggled in: 
every safeguard was apparently

A 
big American ring had worked 
an elaborate plan to land $1,- 
500,000 worth of narcotics, main- 
ly hashish and heroin, in an 
American port. An important 
part of the scheme involved the 
reproduction of a municipal 
dust-cart into: which the parcels 
were to be thrown, hidden in 
garbage. Unhappily for the 
smugglers, a genuine dust-cart 
was on the wharf and the smug- 
glers threw their drugs into it 
and the plot was uncovered.

Boston customs officials seized 

$75,000 worth of opium on a 
ship in the barbour. It had been 
hidden in flour bags. °

were originally in the Middle 
East, but more recently it has 
been cultivated in the New 
World: Jamaica, Mexico and 
isolated parts of the United 
States. 


Mexican and U.S. anti-narco- 
tics agents were unable for a 
time to find out where the hemp 
was being cultivated until they 
turned up the international list 
of methods of concealment.used 
and came upon the name of- 
Russell Pasha. 

Russell Pasha was the British- 
horn director of the Narcotics 


Bure Egypt before the war. 
One of hit’ first, actions was to 


ban the growing Oi*poppies from 
which opium is extracted. From 
opium is derived other drugs 
such as laudanum, heroin and

In spite of no visible splashes 
of: white and mauve poppies 
along the banks of the Nile, the 
supplies of opium and _ other 
drugs remained undiminished.

He chartered a ‘plane and 
flew up and down the Nile and 
soon spotted large patches of 
flowering poppies hidden in the 
middle of the taller crops.

were soon destroying large 
hemp crops in Louisiana and in 


Mexico. And to bring it full 
circle to Russell Pasha again— 
in the high mountains of Mex- 
ico they found secret poppy 
fields! 

Addicts pay big: prices for il- 
licit drugs. A British witness a 
few years ago told the world 
Expert Committee on Addic- 
tion-Producing Drugs that one 
laudanum addict had paid a 
peddier $7,500 for a single 
ounce. This was an exceptional 
price paid by a man in the 
power of the drug.

Prices are higher in America, 
where drug addicts are esti- 
mated to number 60,000 (Brit- 
ish estimates are 4,000 at most) 
and where the illegal traffic 
amounts to more than $500,000,- 


000 a year. Heroin sells in the 


U.S. underworld for $100 an 
ounce. Drugs are claimed to be 
responsible for half the crime 
in U.S. cities. 


Spurred by the huge profits 
to be made in this evil traffic, 
smugglers will continually think 
up new smart smuggling gim- 
micks. But fortunately all such 
gimmicks are short-lived.

Everyone has a measure of auf: 
fering during his lifetime. One 
lady I visited was very bitter aboal 
her suffering. As she lay on hes 
bed year after year and watched 
others walk by her window she 
complained, “It isn’t cricket.” Hes 
attitude aggravated her suffering. 
It made it more difficult for the 
others in the house, too. 


My next call was a lady dying 
with cancer. Strong drugs were 
given her to dull the pain. But her 
attitude was so different. She was 
thankful that years ago she had 
surrendered her life to Jesus Christ. 
She waa trusting in Him now. She 
was thankful for friends and all 
God's goodness. 


Why the difference? The one was 
concentrating her thought upon het 
self and her iliness. She looked at 
God only to accuse Him. The other, 
though suffering more intensely, 
had confidence in God's goodness 
just as she had when she was well. 
The experience was a trial of her 
faith. She was true in the trial. 

There are other forms of suf- 
fering, too. Maritial unfaithfulness 
and children’s 
cause severe héartache. Neighbours 
may “think it strange that ye rum 
not with them to the same excess 
of riot speaking evil of you.”
